our religion. But this is it, that Jam 
now about. that Chzift wold haue the 
church his ſpouſe in al doutes to aſ ke 
coiiſell at the woꝛd of his father w2it- 
ten, x faithfnlly lefte and commended 
bnto it in both teſfaments the old and 
the newe. Neither do we rede p Chꝛiſt 
in any place hath —— lo great a bur⸗ 
then vpon the memvzes of his ſpouſe, 
that he hah comaunded them to go to 
the bniuerſall church, VVhar ſo euer thin 
ges are vvriten (ſateth Paule) are vvritten 
lor our learnynge. And it is trewe, that 
Chziſte

geliſtes, ſome ſhepeheardes, and tea⸗ 


chers, to tbe edifieng of the ſainctes, 


tyll we all come to the vnitie of faith, 
tc. But that all men ſhoulde mete to- 
gether, out of all partes ofthe wozld, 
to define of the articles of our faithe, 
J nepther fynde it commaunded of 
Chailte, noꝛ wWzpttcn in the wooꝛde 
of Cod. 

There is a dinerſitie betwirte thyn⸗ 
ges pertainyng to God o2 faithe: and 
politique o ciuile matters.

UWherefo:e, fozaſmuch as mis 
lawes, il it be be but in thys reſpece 
onelye, that they be deyiſed by menne 
are not able to bzynge anye thynge to 
perfection, but are enfuzced of neceſ⸗ 
ſitpe, to ſuffre manye thinges oute of 
ſquare: ( are compelled ſome tyme to 
wpnke at þ wozffe thinges,ſeing they 
knowe not howe to maintaine the co- 
mon peace t quiete othexwiſe, they do 
O2daine that the moꝛe parte ſhall take 
place. You knowe what theſe kides of 
Ron.” . lpeches meane:J ſpeke after þ maner 
Pſal.1is, Bf mt, pe walke after p maner of men 
Liu reit. Al mt axe liers. And y of. S. Auguſtin 
cap. o. l ye liue after mas reaſõ, pe dode not 
line after the will of God, 
Pf pe ſay þ councels haue ſometimes 
erred oꝛ mate erre, howe than ſhould 
we beleue the catholike churche?
